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Picture Not So Rosy 

GNMA Loan Would Increase 
GHI Monthly Mortgage Charges

Some tough negotiations will apparently have to be conduc¬ 
ted with the Government National Mortgage Association (GNMA), 
if Green belt Homes, Inc. is to get a moratorium on its principal 
and interest payments that is most meaningful. A first interpre¬ 
tation of the terms set down by GNMA was that the $319,000 in 
mortgage payments would be deferred for one year, so that in¬ 
stead of the loan being paid off in 1977, it would be paid off in 
1978. This would enable GHI to continue on with the same pay¬ 
ments of interest and principal until the note was paid off a year 
later than originally scheduled. 


GNMA officials have now in¬ 
formed GHI that this is not what 
they had in mind. Instead, they 
intended that the loan would still 
be paid off in 1977, in effect, com¬ 
bining 4 years of payments into 
the three remaining years of the 
mortgage. 

GHI manager Roy Breashears 
said that if this was done, the in¬ 
crease in monthly interest and 
principal payments would amount 
to 30.7 percent. Spread over total 
monthly charges, the increase 
would come to 5.2% in 1975. 

This situation would put GHI 
in a box since the increased prin¬ 
cipal payments alone would take 
about half, the amount that GHI 
could raise in next year’s budget 
<10%) without getting member¬ 
ship approval. 

Directors Protest 

At tile Thursday, February 28, 
board meeting, director Norman 
Weyel said that GNMA’s inter¬ 
pretation is certainly not in keep¬ 
ing with the intent of the relief 
that GHI was seeking. The board 
readily agreed that efforts will 
have to be made to inform Con¬ 
gressman Lawrence Hogan and 
Senators Glenn Beall and McC 
Mathias of the need for GHI to 
have a longer period of time to 
pay back the loan. 

The financial pinch facing GHI 
was further brought home when 
the board delayed action on letting 
out bids for heating renovations 
because it no longer had any un¬ 
committed working capital or hea¬ 
ting funds for such items. 

Involved was a proposed expen¬ 
diture of about $125,000 to cover 
(1) conversion of brick home heat¬ 
ing plants to variable temperature 
control; (2) conversion of GDC 
apartments to variable tempera¬ 
ture control; and (3) conversion 
of 12 court Ridge from steam heat 
to hot water (as a model project 
for the possible conversion of all 
similar plants in the area south 
of Northway). Item (1) would 
consume about 90% of the cost of 
the three items. 

The board asked the finance 
committee to > provide recommen¬ 
dations as to how to fund these 
expenditures. 

The corporation has already 
committed $51,000 toward instal¬ 
lation of forced draft atomizing 
burners, automatic controls and 
turbulators in the four large frame 
home heating plants and has ex¬ 
pended additional sums for syste¬ 
matic repair and replacement of 
defective controls and adjustment 
of oil burners. 

In one other heating itom. the 
board approved an expenditure of 
$500 for the retention of an cn 
gineering consultant to examine 
foundation crawl spaces iri a rep¬ 
resentative sample of frame hom¬ 
es located south of Northway Rd. 
Installation of insulation and er¬ 
ection of vapor barriers in frame 
homes, while costly, is expected 
to result in considerable fuel sav¬ 
ings. 

Other Matters 

Breashears disappointedly re¬ 
ported that the Sixth Avenue Fed¬ 


eral Credit Union, with whom GHI 
had been discussing financing of 
GHI resales, will not initially 
make loans in excess of $6,000 a 
year for more than a five-year 
period. Breashears told the Credit 
Union that such arrangements 
would not be too helpful to GHI 
buyers since down-payments are 
usually higher than $6,000 and a 
pay-back period of 5 years would 
make the payments too large for 
GHI members to handle. Sixth 
Avenue said that after some ex¬ 
perience the loans might be ex¬ 
tended to $10,000 with a payment 
period of 10 years. 

The board voted' to select a new 
auditor for 1974 after going 18 
years with J. Henry Oehmann & 
Company. The low bidder was Ar¬ 
thur Anderson & Co. and the board 
will ask for one full and complete 
audit at end of year and a special¬ 
ized audit during the year at a 
cost of $9,800. Eunice Coxon from 
the audience suggested that GHI 
investigate a report that the fed¬ 
eral government had been critical 
of the Anderson firm. 

The board went on record op¬ 
posing an on-site package sewer 
treatment plant for the Schrom 
property.

Bill Morin Takes New Job

Last Friday evening a farewell party was given by the staff of 
the Twin Pines Savings and Loan Association. The party was 
given in honor of Bill Morin, who just terminated his employment 
there after serving as Controller for the past six years. 


Back in 1943 Bill got fed up with 
the noise and congestion of Wash 
ington, D. C. and decided to take 
his mother and older brother out 
to the suburbs to live. Exercising 
rare good judgment for so young 
a man he selected Greenbelt as the 
place to come to. Bill was thr€*e 
years old at the time. Since then 
he successively attended the North 
End School, Greenbelt Junior High, 
and the Carson Long Institute, a 
military school in Pennsylvania. 

Residents of Greenbelt during 
the 1950s recall that Bill was en¬ 
gaged in musical activities in those 
years. He was a member of the 
Greenbelt Orchestra, and played 
clarinet and violin at different 
times in that group. His father 
had been a professional musician 
and Bill apparently inherited some 
of his musical talent. His father’s 
career ended abruptly when he 
suffered a fatal heart attack while 
playing with the U. S. Army band 
in North Africa in 1943. 

Early in life, however, Bill had 
decided to follow accounting as 
a career, and though a shortage of 
funds and family obligations op¬ 
erated to postpone this objective, 
his patience, tenacity and intelli¬ 
gence worked to bring him closer 
to this goal. For the past four 
years he has been attending the 
Benjamin Franklin University and 
expects to receive the degree of 
B.C.S. this June. If you are won¬ 
dering what the letters stand for 
I had to ask the question myself. 


The answer: Bachelor of Com¬ 
mercial Science. 

Bill is joining a firm of public 
accountants which goes under the 
name of Rubin and Shimmel. They 
are located in Bethesda. He ex¬ 
pects that the change will enable 
him to practice his accounting 
skills on a broader and more chal¬ 
lenging level than was available 
to him in the past.

Twin Pines Achieves Liquidity; 
Proxy Hoting Stirs Members

“We are again able to make co-op loans/' reported William 
Lathom, President of Twin Pines Savings and Loan Association, 
at the annual meeting held on Tuesday, Feb. 26. This goal was 
reached only a few days earlier, he stated, when Twin Pines 
attained the states’ liquidity requirement of 6 per cent cash 
reserves. 


Since Nov. 20, 1973, when Twin 
Pines was granted conditional in¬ 
surance by MSSIC (Maryland 
Savings-Share Insurance Corpora¬ 
tion), Lathom said over $700 000 
in new money has been deposited. 
This leaves revision of the bylaws 
to conform with state law as the 
only requirement still to be met. 

<r We have accomplished an his¬ 
toric breakthrough and written new 
law/' Lathom pointed out, “by ma¬ 
king co-op loans an acceptable 
form of investment for a fully-in¬ 
sured savings and loan." 

An overflow crowd was waiting 
in the municipal auditorium when 
the meeting opened at 8:45 p.m. 
The delay was necessary to allow 
completion of registration for vot¬ 
ing, which took place in another 
room. Members were allowed one 
vote for each savings certificate or 
shareholder account with a balance 
of $100 or more. A record number 
of over 500 members cast a total 
of 1435 votes. Results of the vot¬ 
ing for 3 places on the 7 member 
Board of Directors and for mem¬ 
bers of the Supervisory Commit¬ 
tee and Nominating Commttee are 
given elsewhere. 

In addition to the president’s 
report, Lathom submitted a brief 
summary and comparative balance 
sheet for the years 1973 and 1972 
showing assets totalling almost $4 
million at the end of 1973. He also 
announced the resignation of con¬ 
troller Bill Morin, who is leaving 
Twin Pines to join the firm of Ru¬ 
bin & Schimel. 

Supervisory Com. Report 

The report of the Supervisory 
Committee, presented by Muriel 
Weidenfeld, was highly commen¬ 
datory of the outgoing board for 
its hard work, for its appointment 
of so capable a manager as Steven 
Frankenberg, and for achieving 
compliance with MSSIC require¬ 
ments. Committee recommendations 
included more privacy for depos¬ 
itors, an adding machine for each 
cashier, and greater use of adver¬ 
tising. 

The Committee noted with regret 
the circulation of a proxy card 
with its increased emphasis on 
proxy voting. Lathom commented 
that the board was in unanimous 
agreement with John Webb’s ' let¬ 
ter on the “ill-conceived proxy" 
(see News Review, Feb. 21). “We 
meant well," he said. 

Proxy Voting 

The proxy voting system ap¬ 
peared to cause the most serious 
concern. James Cassels asked 
bluntly how many proxies were 
voted by the board and how many 
by other members. The cards 
were brought in and Director John 
Unger announced that the board 


John Webb, acting chairman 
of the Twin Pines board of di¬ 
rectors, announced on Tuesday 
that the board has voted to 
have a recount of the balloting 
for the board in light of the 
1-vote difference for the third 
spot. Webb said that many 
questions had been raised in 
connection with the proxy votes 
and the use of a single ballot 
for multiple voting of family 
groups. The recount will be 
held this weekend. 


had held 37 undirected and 17 di¬ 
rected proxies and that in addition 
173 proxies had been voted by non- 
board members. 

Revision of By-laws 

The cumulative effect of this 
and other questions was to re-em¬ 
phasize the inadequacy of bylaws 
adopted years ago when Twin Pines 
was a smaller and more informal 
organization. Because of the late¬ 
ness of the hour, however, the re¬ 
port of the bylaws committee, se¬ 
lected several months ago with 
John Unger as chairman, was held 
over. 

Nominating Committee 

Reporting for the Nominating 
Committee was its chairperson, 
Leonie Penney, who also conducted 
the process of receiving nomina¬ 
tions for all vacancies, whether on 
the boards or on a committee, and 
to cast all ballots together so that 
the ballot box could be closed and 
counting begin. 

At 11:30 p.m, the members voted 
to recess the meeting while the 
ballots were counted. The meeting 
was reconvened about 3:30 a.m. 
with John Unger In the chair to 
hear the election results. (See ac¬ 
companying box for unofficial re¬ 
sults.)

Policy on City Flags 
During Periods of Mourning 

1. All flags shall be flown at half-mast for periods of na¬ 
tional mourning declared by The President of the United 
States, periods of state mourning declared by the Gov¬ 
ernor, and periods of city mourning declared by the 
Mayor and Council or the City Manager. 

2. Upon the death of former and present city elected 
officials and classified employees, all flags shall be flown 
at half-mast until after the funeral, unless a larger per¬ 
iod of mourning is declared. 

3. Upon request from any citizen, the Greenbelt city flag 
shall be lowered to half-mast on the day of the funeral 
for any city resident or person who had close ties with 
Greenbelt. 

4. All flags shall be flown at half-mast during’periods of 

police department mourning for police officers killed in 
the line of duty. , 

5. The U.S. flag shall never be flown at half-mast without 
the other flags also being lowered. The ‘ state flag shall 
not be flown at half-mast without lowering the other 
flags.

Appeals Board Grants 
Greenbriar Variance

By a 2 to 1 vote, the County 
Board of Appeals last week gran¬ 
ted Greenbriar Associates a var¬ 
iance permitting it to construct 
both an on site temporary sewage 
treatment plant and building no. 
17 on parcel 2-B of the Greenbriar 
apartment complex. In the absence 
of the variance, construction of 
both the sewer plant and the 
building would have violated the 
R-30 zoning requirement that each 
parcel in the project have at least 
70 percent green space. 

The majority of the Board of Ap¬ 
peals consisting of chairman Ralph 
I. Sonntag and Callie Mae Heffron 
foresaw “unusual practical diffi¬ 
culty” if the developer, Alan Kay, 
were forced to return to the pro¬ 
ject to finish building 17 at some 
later date after the sewage plant 
was dismantled and the rest of 
the development substantially 
completed. This course was what 
the city of Greenbelt and civic 
groups had urged be followed. 

Delayed construction of building 
17, the board said, will produce 
“safety and health hazards with 
a continuous flow of heavy con¬ 
struction equipment and traffic for 
the residents of the community, 
especially those of buildings 15 
and 16, and the children at the 
school which are all adjacent to 
the building in question.” 

The board majority held that 
little or no evidence was presen¬ 
ted to indicate that there would 
be any adverse effect on the res¬ 
idents of Greenbelt or Greenbriar 
by altering the green space re¬ 
quirement by 1.53% on a tempo¬ 
rary basis. The developer had 
pointed out that the variance would 
still permit 68.47% of green space 
on the parcel and that actually 
3/5 of building 17 could be con¬ 
structed without violating the 
green space requirement. 

The board majority also accept¬ 
ed the developer's argument that 
his time table had been upset by 
the failure of the Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission to 
make sewage facilities available, 
that these circumstances had forc¬ 
ed him to construct a temporary 
sewage treatment plant on the pre¬ 
mises, that the costs to finish con¬ 
structing building 17 would be 
considerably higher, and that k 
condition of the present financing 
on the project was to erect the 
buildings in sequence 

“For the Board to deny the pe~ 
tioner's request would be a puni¬ 
tive act to the petitioner for being 
subject to conditions incurred by 
the delay in the construction of 
the expanded sewage facilities by 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission,” the board said. 

Krasnick Dissents 

Raymond Krasnick, the third 
member of the Board of Appeals, 
strongly objected to this line of 
reasoning. He said that there was 
nothing in the zoning code that 
required the developer to build a 
package sewage treatment plant 
or to build a group of buildings in 
violation of green space require¬ 
ments. 

Furthermore, he saw nothing in 
the zoning code that gave the 
board power to consider the mone¬ 
tary hardship of the developer. He 
emphasized that no testimony was 
offered showing hardship, other 
than monetary hardship, for the 
petitioner if his request were de¬ 
nied. 

“*\ny hardship placed upon the 
developer in this case,” Krasnick 
said, “was, in fact and by his own 
admission, created by himself and 
was based on his own require¬ 
ments to build yet another gar¬ 
den-type apartment complex in 
Prince Georges County.” 

Krasnick also dismissed the de 
veloper’s argument that delayed 
construction of building 17 would 
place a hardship on tenants by 
commenting on the tendency of 
garden-type apartment complexes 
to engage in piecemeal construc¬ 
tion in any event. 

The city of Greenbelt at the 
February 11 hearing had expressed 
its view that the developer’s re¬ 
quest for a variance was a breach 
of his word that there would be 
no violation of green space in con¬ 
nection with the sewage plant. 
County councilman Francis White 
had also expressed his objection

to the variance as being not in 
conformity with the county coun¬ 
cil’s desire to restrict construc¬ 
tion of building 17, as cited in the 
county resolution of January 29. 

In voting for the variance, the 
Board of Appeals added a series 
of provisos that (1) the treatment 
plant be used solely for the resi¬ 
dents of Greenbriar; (2) that the 
developer shall post a perform¬ 
ance bond in the amount of $50,000 
to insure that the project will be 
hooked into the permanent WSSC 
system within 30 days after it is 
available; and (3) that the tem¬ 
porary plant be dismantled and 
removed from the premises within 
60 days after the completion of 
the hookup to the WSSC system 
with the said land being graded, 
sodded, and returned to the pro¬ 
ject as green space.
